The bill legalizes the War Labor 
Board and gives it power of sub­ 
poena in plants not under govern­ 
ment control, labor leaders are re­ 
quired to report existence of labor 
disputes and a 30-day cooling off 
period before strikes are started, 
with a secret strike ballot to fol­ 
low. 
The measure faced bitter opposi­ 
tion, however, with a certain size­ 
able vote against it. Democratic 
leaders said they had not made a 
senate poll, but one leader esti­ 
mated there would be 20 negative 
votes. 
•‘This bill applies to plants mak­ 
ing war materials and is limited 
to the war and six months there­ 
after,” said Connally. “It la not an 
attem pt to write peace-time regu­ 
lation of labor.

HOUSANDS of people groan as they 
pay their federal income tax 
(not 
later than the 15th of this month.) 
It is 
heavy, 
compared 
with 
the levies that 
Americans mostly have been used to. But 
whatever the demnition total is, it might 
be worse, and probably will be, before this 
emergency is over. 
There are also hints at Washington re­ 
garding additional taxes to be placed on 
cigarets, tobacco, and whisky. There will 
be less growling about them, because it is 
'generally recognized that such goods are 
mostly luxurious vices, and so seem fair 
prey for the tax authorities. 
There is a 
certain satisfaction, too, for conscientious 
citizens, in reflecting that by the cultiva­ 
tion of such vices they are helping to keep 
the government solvent. 
Devotees, however, hope the govern­ 
ment will mercifully confine the additional 
cigaret, tobacco and whisky tax chiefly, 
as usual, to the wholesale field, thus sav­ 
ing personal annoyance. 
Many states al­ 
ready have general sales taxes which cover 
such articles, and in these cases additional 
cigaret and 
tobacco taxes, especially, 
would be resented. 
As for “general sales taxes" covering 
about everything, it is reassuring to find 
the President opposing any such levy as a 
special burden on the poor and a nuisance 
to everybody. But there s no telling what 
will happen in these matters.

ASHINGTON — Inside fact about the 
Argentine revolution is that it was 
planned 
for 
June 15. 
Furthermore, it 
was planned 
by pro-Democratic civilian 
elements friendly to the United States. In 
fact, it was even planned by certain Argen­ 
tines who visited in this country and con­ 
ferred with U. S. officials. 
However, reactionary Argentine army 
leaders,'knowing what the civilians were 
up to, jumped the gun on them, seized the 
Government ten days in advance. 
Actually U. S. officials, in an extremely 
delicate position, kept aloof from the civil­ 
ian plans. 
They would not plot against a 
Latin American government, even though 
that government had not been friendly. 
However, certain powerful Argentine 
leaders, who carry great weight with the 
masses of the people came to the United 
States and discussed plans to install a pro- 
American government which would break 
with the Axis immediately. 
Some observers wish U. S. officials had 
taken a definite part in these civilian re­ 
volt plans, despite international ethics. For 
the Argentine military government, even 
in revised form, has been a bitter disap­ 
pointment. 
However, to have egged on 
the revolt would have meant a revision 
of the Good Neighbor policy. That policy 
has been to keep absolutely aloof from 
Latin American internal affairs, particu­ 
larly revolutions. 
Past 
experience 
has 
shown that mixing 
into Latin American 
politics leads to U. S. Marines, and that, 
in turn, leads to ill-will. 


AS O T H E R S SEE US 
'THE continuing coal

Mine Workers’ president 
were less dogmatic and dictatorial, and a 
little more gentle in kicking around the 
mine owners and the government. One of 
the recent communiques from the war front 
reported Mr. Lewis as saying, after a long 
“bargaining" session, that the conference 
was “a farcial proceeding in every way, 
and a stultification of collective bargain­ 
ing." 
Also that “the sullen, morose atti­

tics and the diabetics and other 
underprivileged members of the 
cornmunity under rationing. Why 
don’t you do something for some­ 
body like me?” 
“What is the matter with you?” 
I asked. "You seem to be standing 
up pretty well.” 
"That is the way I look to the 
unseeing eye. I look all right on 
the surface, but you don’t know 
how I suffer within. I belong to 
* the submerged tenth. 
“I am the guy who is too old to 
change his food habits. I am the 
kind that was brought up on meat 
and bread and potatoes. I started 
in on meat and potatoes when I 
was two or three years old and 
except for bread and butter and j 
apple pie, I didn’t know there was { 
any other kind of food until I put 
on long pants and began to eat out. 
"I didn’t eat cucumber* because 
they disagreed With my mother. 
I didn't drink any coffee because 
it disagreed with my father. I 
didn’t eat tomatoes or oranges be­ 
cause my grandfather thought 
they were poison. After the age 
of five I didn’t drink any milk, 
mostly because I didn't like it and 
mostly because Mr. Doerschuk, 
the druggist, said that it would 
curdle on your stomach. I tried 
milk a few months ago and it was 
just the way I remembered it 
when I was young. It tasted like 
old white string that had been 
soaked in salt water. But I think 
it is fine for others, you under­ 
stand. I recommend it highly. 


Relief from Rationing 
"In other words, I am one of the 
fixed-dietary-habit people and it is 
not very easy to get used to ra­ 
tioning. I think I ought to have 
a little relief from the rationing 
boards. What I want is meat and 
potatoes. 
"It is all very well to talk about 
these 
new-fangled 
things 
like 
zucchini and panslorf and fennel 
and endive and green vegetables 
like that. The lady I board with 


showed me an article in tom* 
fashion magazine that said 
would be a good thing to go out 
and pick wild mustard leaves! 
And that they would make a very 
tasty lunch! 
"Now look here, my boy, I am 
entirely too old to begin to eat all 
these Italian and foreign-looking 
foods. I will do nearly anything 
for my country but change my 
habits. I am willing to take a 
chance on scurvy if they give me 
meat and potatoes.” 
"Well,” I said, "you don’t have 
to worry about potatoes; they are 
not rationed yet. And what about 
eggs?” 
"A little egg goes a long way,” 
replied Dr. Adrian Gibbs. "In 
case I didn’t mention it to you, 
what I want is not only potatoes, 
I want meat and potatoes and I 
will gladly trade in my canned 
stuff for some meat and potatoes.”

E. K.:—Would you advise a 
person with diabetes to take high 
potency vitamins to build up? Also 
to take calcium instead of drink­ 
ing milk? 
Answer: Diabetic people need 
vitamins just the same as any­ 
body else and the vitamins con­ 
tain no food substances that the 
diabetic is supposed to do with­ 
out. There is no reason why a 
diabetic should take calcium in 
order to avoid taking milk. In the 
first place, he can get calcium in 
green vegetables and in the sec­ 
ond place, diabetic treatment is 
now so successful that the dia­ 
betic can eat nearly any foods, 
including milk.

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Tender, Sweet Endive in Victory Garden 


By DIAN HALLIDAY 
Released by Central Press Association 
ENDIVE, in addition to being 
an appetizing salad green, rates 
high in its vitamin content. It la 
an especially good source of Vita­ 
min A and also of Vitamin B l 
f and B2 and CX For these reasons 
endive merits a place in the Vic­ 
tory garden. 


Endive to be crisp and tender 
needs to be grown rapidly aa doe* 
lettuce, therefore endive should 
^receive feedings of fertilizer to 
spur its growth. 


As the heads of endive ap­ 
proach m a t u r i t y they require 
blanching to make them white aa 
wets u xcgep, Many gardeners tie 


up each head of endive with raf­ 
fia or a soft string, the outer 
leaves over the inner ones, thus 
bleaching the center. A head of 
endive tied for blanching is illus­ 
trated in the accompanying Gar* 
den-Graph. One drawback to this 
method of blanching is that when 
it rains each plant m ust be untied, 
allowed to dry out and then tied 
up again. 
A less troublesome method of 
blanching endive also la illustrat­ 
ed. This method calls for tying 
up the plant* when they are abso­ 
lutely dry (otherwise they will 
rot) ann then covering with a 
small wooden box.

The board expressed hope Satur­ 
day th at this category would not 
have to be touched until October, 
but state Selective Service office 
has not given the local board any 
indication concerning the size of 
the August and September calla. 
Pickaway county board has been 
building up a fair-sized pool of 
men to take care of Summer and 
early Fall calls by virtue of small 
quotas being called from this dis­ 
trict 
during 
the 
last 
several 
months. Compared with the calls 
of 135 to 150 men taken during 
the W inter, quotas for the Spring 
months have fallen as low as 30 
in several instances. 
There is no way of 
knowing 
what the national Selective Serv- : 
ice office plans to do so far as 
the size of calls is concerned. Re­ 
ports say that larger calls will be 
made as the Summer begins to 
wane, and indications here 
are 
that this may be a fact since a 
tentative call for July is some­ 
w hat larger than those for March. 
April, May and June. Local board 
is not perm itted to state the size 
of any call received, whether tenta­ 
tive or official. 
The June contingent is a small 
one. It wdll leave sometime next 
week, and it will be comprised en­ 
tirely of high school 
boys 
and 
others vvho have volunteered for 
service. Some of the recent gradu­ 
ates of Circleville and county high 
schools who are eligible for serv­ 
ice were left to help fill the July 
call.
